IDEAS ABOUT FOODS DIFFER 


Delicacies Among Some Peoples Are 


Looked Upon With Distinct 


Aversion by Others. 


"There's no 
accounting for 
the 


freaks of human appetites," writes W. 
J. 
Show-alter 
to 
the 
National 


Geographic society, describing some 
strange foods as follows: 


"The Roosevelt story of how he sot 


the best work out of the men with 
sharp-tiled teeth by promising them 
the choicest bits of raw hippopotamus 
and rhinoceros steak for speed in skin- 
ning, will be recalled by many. Capt 
Robert II. Bartlett, commander of the 
Karluk, which carried Stefansson to 
Arctic water*, says that on his return 
from Herald island to northern Siberia 
he found raw polar bear meat tasting 
better than any piece de resistance he 
bad over eaten in the home country. 


"The Frenchman likes his snails and 


wonders how anyone who accepts oys- 
ters can refuse them. 
In Canton, 


China, rats sell for 40 cents a dozen, 
and a dog hteak brings more per pound 
than a log of mutton. The Chinese 
mandarin pajs $30 a pound for the 
birds' nests from which his soup is 
concocted. In parts of the West In- 
dies the palm worm is stewed in fat, 
while cortain African tribes are as 
fond of caterpillars as an American 
is of reed birds on toast. The Turk 
is as disgusted with the oysters we 
eat as we arc- with the fish the Corsi- 
can relishes. 


"Eating earth, or geophagy, is a 


common thing in many parts of the 
world. In some parts of Europe a 
butter is made of fine clay, and in 
other regions various kinds of earths 
are sold in the open market. The Per- 
sians use some varieties of soil in mak- 
ing their sweetmeats, while in Mexico 
the eggs of certain species of flies are 
used by the Indians in making a foop* 
paste which is regarded as a great 
delicacy." 


Daily Water Consumption. 


The quantity of. water used daily in 


the United States for drinking, bath- 
ing, cooking and washing is surprising. 
Statisticians say that the average 
family contains three members, and 
that each family uses 1>0 gallons a day 
to each member of tbe household. The 
consumption of water for household 
and personal use thus amounts to the 
enormous total of 400,000,000 cubic 
feet daily. This quantity of water 
would keep a Niagara Falls going for 
a period of 33 minutes. A ship afloat 
displaces an amount of water equal to 
its own weight. The Leviathan, with n 
tonnatre of 50,000, displaces 1,000,000 
cubic feet of water. It would take 250 
such giant steamers to displace the 
quantity of water that the American 
public is said to consume every day.

SEASONABLE SUGGESTIONS. 


While fresh berries are in abundance 


It Is timely to can some for winter use 


for shortcakes and 
puddings. 
Crush j 


the fruit, such as 
raspberries, black- 
berries 
or 
any 


small fruit, until 
smooth then add 
'equal measure- of 
sugar. Let stand 


several hours in a cool place, then 
can in jars which have been well ster- 
ilized and place, covers on, in a cool 
place or on ice to cool. Fill the jars 
and seal, place on the cement floor of 
the fruit closet or in the back part 
of the ice chest if roomy enough to 
accommodate a half dozen jars. Such 
fruit will be cich and just as fresh as 
when canned. 


Rhubarb and Raspberry Conserve.— 


A most delicious conserve using two 
parts rhubarb and one part raspber- 
ries with equal weights of sugar, all 
cooked until thick. Any fruit such as 
strawberries, cherries or blackberries 
may be used in the same proportion. 
When one has plenty of pieplant and 
few berries this method is especially 
recommer.ded, as the pieplant is usual- 
ly plentiful and cheap, while the ber- 
ries arc more costly. 
The product 


seems to be so largely the berries in 
flavor that the rhubarb only adds in 
bulk. 


Rhubarb Conserve. — Take five 


pounds of sugar, five pounds of rhu- 
barb, four oranges, two pounds of rai- 
sins. Boil the orange skins until tend- 
er, discard the water. Grind the skins 
and fruit and cook all together until 
thick. 


Strawberry 
Preserves.—Take 
two 


pints of sugar, one small cupful of 
water, boil until it hairs. Add three 
pints of berries and boil 15 minutes; 
l,our into an c-arthen crock and let 
stand over night. Can cold the next 
morning. Cherries may be preserved 
the M me way. If allowed to set in the 
BUII for a day, covered with glass, they 
will be rich in color as well as good 
In flavor.

and let stand In a wann place five 
minutes, strain and add to the sirup. 
Add two cupfuls of orange juice, one 
cupful of strawberry juice, the juice 
of eight lemons. 
Pour into a punch 


bowl and just before serving add one 
pint 
of 
charged 
water 
with 
the 


ice and more chilled water. 
Serve 


with fresh 
mint leaves and whole 


strawberries. 


Cherry 
Frappe.—Take 
the 
juice 


from a quart can of white cherries; 
add a pint bottle of apollinaris water 
and sugar to taste. Strain and freeze 
as usual. 


Orange Frappe.—Boil two cupfuls 


of water twenty minutes; add the 
grated rind of one orange and pour it 
over two cupfuls of blood 
orange 


Juice; add the juice of one lemon, 
strain, cool and freeze as directed. 


Raspberry and Strawberry Sherbet. 


—Take one pint of berry juice, one- 
half of each kind, or unmixed; one 
pint of sugar, one pint of water, the 
juice of two lemons, one teaspoonful 
of gelatin. 
Soften the gelatin in a 


little water and add the other ingredi- 
ents ; when well mixed freeze as usual. 
Preserved 
or canned fruit may be 


used, adding one cupful of sugar to a 
pint of fruit and one quart of water. 


Frozen Apricots.—Put one can of 


apricots through a sieve; add one pint 
of sugar and one quart of water; stir 
and 
when the sugar is dissolved 


freeze. 
When partly frozen add one 


pint of whipped cream and a quarter 
of a teaspoon "til of salt. For ordinary 
creams use one part of salt to three 
parts of finely pounded ice. 
Use a 


basin; add three measures of Ice In 
the bottom, then one measure of salt: 
repeat until the Ice comes up well 
around the freezer. 
Turn slowly at 


first, then faster until It is well frozen. 


Hemove the puddle, put a cork In th* 
freox.or and cover well with Ice and 
wilt. Let *tund three hours to ripen.

SAUCES FOR FISH AND MEATS. 


The sauce of average 
thickness 


which Is the most commonly used al- 


lows two tablespoonfulf 
each of flour and butter 
with one cupful of liquid, 
whether milk, stock or 
tomato. 


An appropriate sauce 


to 
accompany 
a 
dish 


make,s a plain dish out of 
the ordinary. 
The cook 


who serves tasty sauces 


always has on hand materials for mak- 
ing such sauces as white, brown, toma- 
to and Bechamel, and with these as a 
foundation is able to make sauces In- 
numerable. 
For a brown sauce a 


slightly larger quantity of flour is 
used to thicken as thickness is les- 
sened by browning the flour, the 
starch being dextrinized. 
A brown 


sauce is made by browning the flour 
and butter well before adding the 
liquid. 


Bechamel Sauce. — Cook one and 


one-half cupfuls of white stock (which 
is broth from chicken or a combina- 
tion of veal and beef) with one slice 
each of'carrot and onion, a bay leaf, 
six peppercorns and a sprig of parsley, 
then strain. There should be a cup- 
ful. 
Melt one-fourth of a cupful of 


butter, add one-fourth of a cupful of 
flour and gradually add the stock and 
one cupful of milk. 


Tomato Sauce.—Take one-half can 


of tomatoes, two teaspoonfuls of sugar, 
eight peppercorns, a bit of bay leaf, 
and salt. Cook twenty minutes, rub 
through a sieve and add one cupful of 
brown stock and four tablespoonfuls 
each of browned flour and butter 
cooked together. 
Gradually add the 


hot liquid. 
To serve with fish the 


following-is a most pleasing sauce: 


Sauce Piquante.—To one cupful of 


brown sauce add one tabiespoonful of 
vinegar, one-half small chopped onion, 
one tabiespoonful each of chopped 
capers and pickle with a dash of 
cayenne.

of them. Combined with fruit juices 
and served with cream they are both 
filling and nourishing. 
Sea moss is 


another form of gelatin which is being 
brought back to its old place in fa- 
vor. A cupful well packed will thick- 
eu a quart of liquid. The value of 
any such gelatinous substance as food 
is that it saves more expensive pro- 
teins. They should not be given with 
the idea of furnishing much nutri- 
ment, however, unless with them Is 
served a custard or rich sauce. 


Salmon With Rice.—Line a buttered 


mold with cold, boiled rice, fill the cen- 
ter with creamed salmon, cover with 
more rice, put the cover on the mold 
and steam one-half hour. Serve with 
a cream sauce which may be seasoned 
with lemon juice, curry, 
or minced 


parsley. A most delicious white sauce 
may be made by using sour cream; 
then the lemon juice may be omitted. 


Curry of Lamb.—Put into a sauce- 


pan three tablespoonfuls of butter and 
half an onion cut fine. Cook slowly 
until the onion is brown. 
Add two 


tablespoonfuls of flour and a teaspoon- 
ful of curry; cook until smooth. Add 
two cupfuls of stock and cook^or five 
minutes. 
Season with salt, pepper, 


strain over slices 'of cold roast lamb 
and serve in a deep platter with a 
border of rice. 


Deviled 
Kidneys.—Broil 
the "kid- 


neys, and when half cooked score 
them with a knife and in the cuts put 
a little mustard, paprika and salt and 
finish broiling. Place on small squares 
of toast well buttered and keep hot. 
Make a sauce of melted butter, lemon 
juice and chopped parsley and pour 
over the kidneys.

“The Roosevelt story of how. he got 
the best work out of the men with 
sharp-filed teeth by promising them 
the choicest bits of raw hippopotamus 
and rhinoceros steak for speed in skin­ 
ning, will be recalled by many. 
C apt 
Robert H. Bartlett, commander of the 
Karluk, which carried Stefansson to 
Arctic waters, says that on his return 
from Herald island to northern Siberia 
he found raw polar bear meat tasting 
better than any piece de resistance he 
had ever eaten in the home country. 


“The Frenchman likes his snails and 
wonders how anyone who accepts oys­ 
ters can refuse them. 
In Canton, 
China, rats sell for 40 cents a dozen, 
and a dog steak brings more per pound 
than a leg of mutton. The Chinese 
mandarin pays 930 a pound for the 
birds’ nests from which his soup is 
concocted.

The Leviathan, with a | 
tonnage of 50.000, displaces 1,000,000 
cubic feet of water. It would take 250 
such giant steamers to displace the 
quantity of water that the American 
public is said to consume every day.

SAUCES FOR FISH AND MEATS, 


SEASONABLE SUGGESTIONS. 


AVhile fresh berries are in abundance 
It is timely to can some for winter use 


for shortcakes and 
puddings. 
Crush 
the fruit, such as 
raspberries, black­ 
berries 
or 
any 
small fruit, until 
smooth then add 
’equal measure"* of 
sugar. 
Lot stand 
several hours in a cool place, then 
can in jars which have been well ster­ 
ilized and place, covers on, in a cool 
place or on ice to cool. 
Fill the jars 
and seal, place on the cement floor of 
the fruit closet or In the back part 
of the ice chest if roomy enough to 
accommodate a half dozen jars. Such 
fruit will be rich and just as fresh as 
when canned. 


Rhubarb and Raspberry Conserve.— 
A most delicious conserve using two 
parts rhubarb and one part raspber­ 
ries with equal weights of sugar, all 
cooked until thick. 
Any fruit such as 
strawberries, cherries or blackberries 
may be used in the same proportion. 
When one has plenty of pieplant and 
few berries this method is especially 
recommended, as the pieplant is usual­ 
ly plentiful and cheap, while the ber­ 
ries are more costly. 
The product 
seems to be so largely the berries in 
flavor that the rhubarb only adds in 
bulk. 


Rhubarb 
Conserve. 
— Take five 
pounds of sugar, five pounds of rhu­ 
barb, four oranges, two pounds of rai­ 
sins. Boil the orange skins until tend­ 
er, discard the water. Grind the skins 
and fruit and cook all together until 
thick. 


Strawberry 
Preserves.—Take 
two 
pints of sugar, one small cupful of 
water, boil until it hairs. Add three 
pints of berries and boil 15 minutes; 
pour Into an earthen crock and let 
stand over night. Can cold the next 
morning. Cherries may be preserved 
the same way. If allowed to set in the 
sun for a day, covered with glass, they 
will be rich in color as well as good 
In flavor.

Mint Julep.—Make a 
sirup 
by 
boiling 
one 
quart of water with two 
cupfuls of sugar 20 min­ 
utes. Wash and separate 
12 
sprigs 
of mint 
in 
pieces and cover with 
one and one-half cupfuls 
of boiling water, cover 
and let stand In a w a rn place five 
minutes, strain and add to the sirup. 
Add two cupfuls of orange juice, one 
cupful of strawberry juice, the juice 
of eight lemons. 
Pour into a punch 
bowl and just before serving add one 
pint 
of 
charged 
water 
with 
the 
Ice and more chilled water. 
Serve 
with fresh mint leaves and whole 
strawberries. 


Cherry 
Fra p^pe,—Take 
the 
juice 
from a quart can of white cherries; 
add a pint bottle of apolllnaris water 
and sugar to taste. Strain and freeze 
as usual. 


Orange Frappe.—Boil two cupfuls 
of water twenty minutes; add the 
grated rind of one orange and pour it 
over two cupfuls of blood orange 
Juice; add the juice of one lemon, 
strain, cool and freeze as directed, 


Raspberry and Strawberry Sherbet. 
—Take one pint of berry juice, one- 
half of each kind, or unmixed; one 
pint of sugar, one pint of water, the 
juice of two lemons, one teaspoonful 
of gelatin. 
Soften the gelatin in a 
little water and add the other ingredi­ 
ents; when well mixed freeze as usual, 
Preserved or canned fruit may be 
tised, adding one cupful of sugar to a 
pint of fruit and one quart of water. 


Frozen Apricots.—Put one can of 
apricots through a sieve; add one pint 
of sugar and one quart of water; stir 
and 
when 
the 
sugar 
is 
dissolved 
freeze, 
When partly frozen add one 
pint of whipped cream and a quarter 
of a teaspoon*ul of salt. For ordinary 
creams use one part of salt to three 
parts of finely pounded ice. 
Use a 
basin; add three measures of Ice in 
the bottom, then one measure of s a lt: 
repeat until the ice comes up weU 
around the freezer. 
Turn slowly at 
first, then faster until it is well frozen. 


The 
sauce 
of 
average 
thickness 
which is the most commonly used al­ 
lows two tablespoonfulr 
each of flour and butter 
with oho cupful of liquid, 
whether milk, stock or 
tomato. 


An appropriate sauce 
to 
accompany 
a 
dish 
makes a plain dish out of 
the ordinary. 
The cook 
who serves tasty sauces 
always has on hand materials for mak­ 
ing such sauces as white, brown, toma­ 
to and Bechamel, and with these as a 
foundation is able to make sauces in­ 
numerable. 
For a brown sauce a 
slightly larger quantity of flour is 
used to thicken as thickness is les­ 
sened 
by browning 
the 
flour, 
the 
starch being dextrinized. 
A brown 
sauce is made by browning the flour 
and butter well 
before adding the 
liquid. 


Bechamel 
Sauce.— Cook one and 
one-half cupfuls of white stock (which 
is broth from chicken or a combina­ 
tion of veal and beef) with one slice 
each of*carrot and onion, a bay leaf, 
six peppercorns and a sprig of parsley, 
then strain. 
There should be a cup­ 
ful. 
Melt one-fourth of a cupful of 
butter, add one-fourth of a cupful of 
flour and gradually add the stock and 
one cupful of milk. 


Tomato Sauce.—Take one-half can 
of tomatoes, two teaspoonfuls of sugar, 
eight peppercorns, a bit of bay leaf, 
and salt. 
Cook twenty minutes, rub 
through a sieve and add one cupful of 
brown stock and four tablespoonfuls 
each 
of browned flour and butter 
cooked together. 
Gradually add the 
hot liquid. 
To serve with fish the 
following-is a most pleasing sauce: 


Sauce Piquante.—To one cupful of 
brown sauce add one tablespoonful oi 
vinegar, one-half small chopped onion, 
one tablespoonful each of chopped 
capers and pickle with 
a dash of 
cayenne.

WHAT TO EAT IN HOT WEATHER. 


Fruit In various forms is especially 
good for warm weather. 
The salts, 


acids 
and 
min­ 
eral matter are 
c o o l i n g to the 
b l o o d . 
A well- 
c h i l l e d melon, 
peach or penjr, a 
dish of berries or 
a 
w e 11-rlpened 
banana are usual­ 
ly, some of them, obtainable when 
oranges and grapefruit are not plen­ 
tiful. 


Gelatin dishes may be prepared in 
such variety that one need not tire 
of them. Combined with fruit juices 
and served with cream they are both 
filling and nourishing. 
Sea moss is 
another form of gelatin which is being 
brought back to its old place in fa­ 
vor. 
A cupful well packed will thick­ 
en a quart of liquid. 
The value of 
any such gelatinous substance as food 
is that it saves more expensive pro­ 
teins. 
They should not be given with 
the idea of furnishing much nutri­ 
ment, however, unless with them is 
served a custard or rich sauce. 


Salmon With Rice.—Line a buttered 
mold with cold, boiled rice, fill the cen­ 
ter with creamed salmon, cover with 
more rice, put the cover on the mold 
and steam one-half hour. 
Serve with 
a cream sauce which may be seasoned 
with lemon juice, curry, 
or minced 
parsley. A most delicious white sauce 
may be made by using sour cream; 
then the lemon juice may be omitted, 


Curry of Lamb.—Put into a sauce­ 
pan three tablespoonfuls of butter and 
half an onion cut fine. 
Cook slowly 
until the onion is brown. 
Add two 
tablespoonfuls of flour and a teaspoon­ 
ful of curry; cook until smooth, Add 
two cupfuls of stock and cook for five 
minutes. 
Season with salt, pepper, 
strain over slices of cold roast lamb 
and serve in a deep platter with a 
border of rice. 


Deviled 
Kidneys.—Broil 
the Tdd- 
neys, and when half cooked score 
them with a knife and in the cuts put 
a little mustard, paprika and salt and 
finish broiling, Place on small squares 
of toast well buttered and keep hot. 
Make a sauce of melted butter, lemon 
juice and chopped parsley and pour 
over the kidneys.

Various Institutions. 


1,500 READY FOR COURSE 


Many of the Men Are Illiterate and 


Must Be Given a Course in Ele- 


mentary Work to Fit Them 


for the Farm Course. 


Washington. — More than 4,000 dis- 


abled ex-her\ice men have been di- 
rectly placed In agricultural training 
r.r.d in addition there are probably 500 
engaged in prevocational work pre- 
pa"utory to a course in agricultural 
training. 
Perhaps 1,500 more have 


been approved for the course. 


Special placement has beeu suggest- 


ed and is being sought for tuberculous 
uiui m hospitals and sanatoria. 


The men appro\ed for agricultural 


training maj be classed into three 
'„ en tral groups : 


(a) Men who went into the war 


froi.i college or high school, and, re- 
turning, ha\e entered the agricultural

jiar or a term, and if not they fre- 
quently can be brought up to class 
work by coaching. 


Third Class Troublesome.

FEAR IMPURE WATER 


Supply of Many Cities in United 


States Menaced, 


impossibility of Getting Necessary Pu- 


rifying Chemicals Alarms Fed- 


eral Health Officers. 


Washington, D. C.—The water sup- 


ply of more than 30,000,000 city resi- 
dents Is In Imminent danger of becom- 
ing disease Infected, because of the 
impossibility of obtaining the neces- 
sary purifying chemicals, the public 
health service announced. 


Emergency appeals have been re- 


ceived by the service from ten state 
nnd numerous city boards of health, 
It was said, for railroad priority on 
the movement of alum and chlorine, 
the chemicals largely used In ridding 
water ot dangerous disease germs. 
Due 10 the congested traffic situation, 
the announcement said, an acute short- 


age of these chemicals has existed for 
several months, and at one of the larg- 
est chemical plants only eight cars of 
raw material for the manufacture of 
alum are being received a month, al- 
though 120 cars monthly are required. 


"Om'cers of the United States public 


health service view the situation with 
alarm, as> do health officers throughout 
the country," said Surgeon General 
Gumming. "The summer is always a 
critical time in dealing with water- 
borne diseases, for the demands on 
municipal water systems are then so 
great that usually every 
available 


source of water has to be utilized."

4,000 War Men 


Study Farming 


Disabled Ex-service Men PJaced 
in Agricultural Training'in 
Various Institutions. 


1,500 READY FOR COURSE 


Many of the Men Are Illiterate and 
Must Be Given a Course in Ele­ 
mentary Work to Fit Them 
for the Farm Course. 


Washington.—More than 4,000 dis­ 
abled ex-service men have been di­ 
rectly placed in agricultural training 
and in addition there are probably 500 
engaged in prevocational work pre­ 
paratory to a course in agricultural 
training. 
Perhaps 1,500 more have 
been approved for the course. 


Special placement has been suggest­ 
ed and is being sought for tuberculous 
men in hospitals and sanatoria. 


The men approved for agricultural 
training may be classed into three 
general groups: 


(a-) Men who went into the war 
from college or high school, and, re­ 
turning, have entered the agricultural 
colleges. 


(b; 
Men 
with an 
eighth 
grade 
preparation who are admitted into 
subcollege two-year courses, Smith- 
Hughes or other schools of agricul­ 
ture. 


(o) Men of elementary grade, rang­ 
ing from illiterate to the seventh or 
eighth grade, who of necessity must 
have prevocational instruction in order 
that they may receive scientific train­ 
ing intelligently and benefit to the 
greatest degree. 


The first and second groups have 
given the federal board and the insti­ 
tutions to which they have been rec­ 
ommended very little trouble, as they 
enter the clarses if sent to the institu­ 
tion at the beginning of the school 
year or a term, and if not they fre­ 
quently can be brought up to class 
work by coaching. 


Third Class Troublesome. 


The third group lias given the fed­ 
eral farm board and all the institu­ 
tions givat trouble. 
Insurmountable 
difficulties seem to have arisen. 
In 
varying numbers they form the prob­ 
lem at every state agricultural col­ 
lege and school, and they constitute 
from 25 to as high as 50 per cent of 
the men approved for agricultural 
training. 
* 


This large percentage is due to the 
fact that these men for the most part 
are from isolated country districts 
where the opportunities have not been 
so great for early education. 


Farmer parents have been unwilling 
to allow the boys more than a very 


ordinary education, for fear of losirtf 
them from the farm. Many havj? had 
no opportunity. 
Such are usually old­ 
er men, 15 or 120 yean; past country 
school age. 
Many of the men are 
therefore 
practically 
illiterate, 
and 
to 
this 
number 
must 
be 
added 
the foreign illiterates: that is, for­ 
eigners who are illiterate from the 
English standpoint. 


1 hesc difiiculties constitute a ‘real 
problem to the federal board and the 
institutions to which these men are 
'sent. 
State institutions are not al­ 
ways prepared to do the elementary 
work necessary to advance the men to 
a knowledge of English and mathe­ 
matics where they can receive and be 
benefited by the agricultural training. 


However, 
without 
exception, 
trie 
state institutions are convinced it is 
their patriotic duty to assist the fed­ 
eral beard in making preparation to 
extend 
the 
necessary prevocational 
training, and have changed wonder­ 
fully In favor of training disabled men 
in spite of their educational handicaps. 


Formt a “Guidance School.” 


Dr, Walter J, Quick, training offi­ 
cer, worked out an elementary school, 
which he termed a “guidance school,“ 
whero such men were collected and in­ 
structed 
in 
the 
elementary 
com­ 
mon branches and in elementary agri­ 
culture. 
The school has been made 
prerequisite to certain courses that 
Dr, Quick has designed as agrieul- 


tural unit ccwrscs. 
They are divided 
into units of one month each, cover 
one year continuously from month to 
month and may be entered any month. 


A man may take one or several 
unit courses, one as a major and 
others as minors related to the ma­ 
jor, while at the same time he contin­ 
ues In the common branches of the 
guidance school. 


Neatly all the state institutions will 
allow tlie men credits for the work 
done in the unit agricultural courses, 
which now include a two-year course, 
as well as the one-year. 


Those plans of the guidance school 
and agricultural unit courses were 
reduced to definite form and mimeo­ 
graphed for the benefit of all institu­ 
tions offering agricultural training to 
the disabled class.

Expert Says If Old-Time Minting Plan 
Is Re-established Mexico Will 
Coin 500,000,000 Ounces 
of Silver. 


Nogales, Ariz.—The chamber of com­ 
merce has joined with Charles But­ 
ters, mining expert of New York and 
San Francisco, to promote the forma­ 
tion in Mexico of an association of 
silver producers to rebuild the aban­ 
doned mints throughout the nation 
and thus bring about once more the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver.

Too Much Paper Money. 


The revolutions and the world war, 
says Mr, Butters, have stripped Mex­ 
ico bare of silver coins. 
In its place, 
he says, is a vast quantity of paper 
money issued by the varying govern­ 
ments as Oat money. 
lie blames the 
great flood of paper money in Mexico 
for most of the suffering in that na­ 
tion in connection with the various 
revolutions. 


His plan, backed by the Nogales 
chamber of coinmoce, is to have the 
old mints rebuilt and placed in opera­ 
tion by the association of silver mine 
interests at the cost of the association. 
Then the cost of the renewed mints 
would be recovered by the association 
from the mint profits over the course 
of years. 
Upon the paying out of tin* 
capital charge in restoring the mints 
they are to be returned to the Mexi­ 
can federal government a ; its prop­ 
erty, to bo thereafter operated under 
supervision of the* federal government. 


Benefits Are Threefold. 


This system, according to the silver 
mine expert, has threefold benefits: 
First, it will at once restore to Mexico 
the “hard money“ and small chango 
needed by men jflrnts, banks and busi­ 
ness men and now lacking; second, it 
will provide a permanent primary mar­ 
ket at home for large amounts of sil­ 
ver production ; third, it will stabilize 
the silver market because the Mexican 
home requirements will take up n 
great quantity of silver now exported 
and sold on a speculation market 
through San Francisco for the Orient 
Also this will serve to stimulate silver 
production because of the better mar­ 
ket conditions and thus raise the prl- 
raary market price for the semipre­ 
cious metal.

up the mint proposal with Gen. Alvaro 
Obregon on his impending visit to hit 
home in Nogales, Sonora, this month.

FEAR IMPURE W ATER 


Supply of Many Cities in United 
States Menaced. 


Impossibility of Getting Necessary Pu­ 
rifying Chemicals Alarms Fed­ 
eral Health Officers. 


Washington, D. C.—The water sup­ 
ply of more than 30.000,000 city resi­ 
dents is in Imminent danger of becom­ 
ing disease infected, because of the 
impossibility of obtaining the neces­ 
sary purifying chemicals,, the public 
health service announced. 


Emergency appeals have been re­ 
ceived by the service from ten state 
and numerous city boards of health, 
It was said, for railroad priority on 
the movement of alum and chlorine, 
the chemicals largely used ip ridding 
water ot dangerous disease germs. 
Due to the congested traffic situation, 
the announcement said, an acute short- 


age of these chemicals has existed for 
several inonths, and at one of the larg­ 
est chemical plants only eight cars of | 
rawf material for the manufacture of 
alum are being received a month, al­ 
though 1 2 0 cars monthly are required. 


“Othcers of the United States public 
health service viewf the situation with 
alarm, as do health ofllcers throughout 
the country,“ said Surgeon General 
Cumining. 
“The summer is always a 
critical time in dealing with water­ 
borne diseases, for the demands on

Clay and Webster, Calhoun and Ben- 
ton," latterly Cass and Houston, Doug- 
las and Davis, Case and Wade. Sew- 
nrd and Sumner in the senate, dis- 
tinction and leadership passed from 
the White House to the capitol.

He held 
on for two jears, until he had con- 
cluded the negotiation of the Ashbur- 
ton treaty, which fixed the disputed 
boundary between Maine and Canada, 
and then he resigned. 


Upon Webster's retirement, Tyler 


installed in the state department his 
mentor and idol. John C. Calhoun, and 
thus completed the o\crturn. 
The 


cabinet was now out and out Demo- 
cratic and of the pro-slavery brand. 


Texas had seceded 
from 
Mexico, 


which had abolished sUncrj, and its 
American settle!s, who were facing the 
choice of sla^e labor or free labor, 
were anxious to be admitted to the 
Union. 
The sla\e holders of the 


•southern states wanted to expand 
their power over the vast Texan em- 
pire as an offset to the rapid expan- 
sion of the free states in the great 
West 
But northern sentiment was 


opposed. 


At an opportune moment for the 


annexatiouists, the ubiquitous John 
Bull, with his omnipresent gunboat, 
appeared on the Texan scene as a 
mediator 
between 
Mexicans 
and 


Texans. Ills entry gave the slave in- 
terests the needed villain for the play, 
and the cry went up that we must 
annex Texas to keep the British from 
grabbing it.

are younir. tender and at tho'.r best, 
pome should be canned for use during 
the winter, 
(.if the wild preens the 


dandelion is the most common. Among 
tlie cultivated greens are Swiss chard, 
kale. Chinese eahbape loaves-. French 
endive, cabbage sprouts, turnip tops, 
young tender New Xe.il.uul spinach, 
dandelion, 
youmr 
tender 
dashoen 


sprout-~. native mustard, Kussiaii mus- 
lard, collards and temler rape loa\es 
All possess iron and other needed min- 
eral substances, and are nearly as di*- 
licious \\hen canned as when fresh. 


The fallow inp directions for cannln/' 


greens are given by the 1'nitod States 
department of agriculture: 


Can preens the day they are picked. 


Sort thonniphlv. wash until clean and 


place the preens in a sieve or !n 
cheesecloth. 
IVianch in live steam for 


15 minutes. Uemove the preens, place 
in a freshly scalded pan and cut into 
convenient lengths. Pack into hot jars 
\\hich have been boiled !."> minutes 
and add boiling salt \vater, using one 
lahle^pooi'i'ul salt to one quart water. 
Put boiled rubbers on the jars, then 
the boiled tops and partially seal the 
jar*. 
If a steam-pressure cooker 
Is 


used, process for 40 minutes under 
ten pound pressure. 
If n hot-water 


bath ranner is used, place the jars on 
a f.ils" bottom in a commercial ean- 
ner or a washholler with sullioient wa- 
ter to OA or. Process Tor three hour*. 
tii'Mim after the water starts to boil. 
Kern. . N O and seal t!i:ht immediately. 
Cool in a place free from drafts, test 
for le.iks and store in a cool, dry 
plaee.
